Open the Professorships of Anatomy and Chirur- 
gery, Chemistry and Botany, in the University 
of Dublin, to all Persons irrespective of their 
religious Creed ; and to amend the Act 40 Geo. 3. 
(Ireland), Chapter Eighty-four. 

W HEEEAS under the Provisions of an Act passed in the 
Parliament of Ireland in the Portieth Year of the Beign 
of King George the Thu’d, Chapter Eighty-four, the 
Professorships of the University of Dublin of Anatomy and Chirur- 
5 gery. Chemistry and Botany, are now hy Law limited to Protestants 
of all Nations : 

And whereas it is expedient to remove the said Disability, and 
to open the said Professorships to all duly qualified Persons, and 
otherwise to amend the said Act : 

10 Be it therefore enacted hy the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
hy and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritnal and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parhameat assembled, and 
hy the Anthority of the same : 

1. That from and after the passing of this Act the said Professor-

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University of Dublin, sliall' be open to Persons of all Nations 
auA that Candidates for tlio said Professorships or for the Pro- 
fessorships on the Poundatipii of Sii* Patrick Dun shall not be 
subject to any Disability on account of Peligion. 

2. Sections Piftecn, Sixteen, and Seventeen of the said Act are 5 
hereby repealed, and in lieu thereof be it enacted, That the said 
King’s Professors shall be elected by the President and Pellows 
of the King’s and Queen’s College of Physicians. 

3. Prom and after the passing of this Act the said University 
Professors of Chemistry and of Botany shall cease to deliver the 10 
Clinical Lcctui'cs roq^uired by the said Act of the Portieth Year of 
King George the Third, and instead thereof such Lectures shah 
be delivered by the Professor of Sm-gery in Trinity College, and 
the University Anatomist ; and the said Professor of Surgery and 
University Anatomist shall be respectively entitled to the Pees 15 
payable heretofore to the said University Professors of Chemistry 
and Bota)iy : Provided always, that notliing herein contained shall 
affect the Bights of the present University Professor of Chemistry 

in the event of liis electing to deliver such Lectures during his 
Tenure of such Professorship. 20 



4'. In case any of the King’s Professors or University Professors, 
or the University Anatomist, shall neglect to attend the said Hos- 
pital,. or deliver Clinical Lectimes, . as required by the said Act, it 
shall he lawful for the President and PeUows of tlie King and 
Queen’s College of Physicians, in the Case of the King’s Professors, 35 
and for the Provost (or in his Absence the Vice Provost) and Senior 
Pellows of Trinity College, Dublin, in the Case of tlie University 
Professors and University Anatomist, to dispense "with his delivering 
such Lectm-es ; and in such Case it shall he lawful for the said 
President and Pellows of the said King and Queen’s College of 30 
Physicians, and for the Provost (or in liis Absence the Vice 
Provost) and Senior Pellows of Ti-inity College, Dublin, respec- 
tively, to appoint a Physician or Surgeon to attend the said Hos- 
pital and deliver the CL^cal Lectiwes in the Place of such Professor 
so neglecting to lectui'e ; and the Physician or Surgeon so ap- 35 
pointed shall be entitled to receive and be paid the Pees to which 
the Professor so neglecting tO' attend the said Hospital and deliver 
such Lectures would have been entitled. 

5. That the Thirty-hrst. Section, of .the said Act.be repealed, and 
in lieu tbereofbe-it -enacted, Thatit .shaU-be lawful,for the President 40 

and 
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and Pellows of tlic King and Qiieeivs College of Pliysiciaus, in 
the Case of tlie King’s Professors, and for the Provost (or in 'his 
Absence the Vice Provost) and Senior Pellows of Trinity College, 
Publin, in the Case of tlic University Professors, each Golle'ge 

5 with the Assent of the other, to make Ptcgidations respecting the 
Leotui-es to be: given by its own Professors ; Provided always^that 
if either the President and Pcliows of the King and Queen’s 
College of Physicians, or the Provost (or hi his Absence the Tice 
Piiovost) and Senior Pellows of Tihiity College, shall refuse to 
10 agree to the llegulations proposed by. the other College, in such 

• Case the Regulations so proposed shall he submitted to the Visitors 
of the CoUogc which x'efuses to agree to them; and it shall be 
lawful for such A^isitors, and they are hereby required, upon 
hearing such Reasons as may l)e offered on both Sides, to deter- 

15 mine whether the P^egulatious submitted to them shall or shall 
not be adopted, and the Decision of such Aasitors in any such 

• -Case shall be final and cojiclusive. 

6. And whereas by the Tenth Seetioji of the said Act it is 
enacted, that after the Hospital therein mentioned should be 

20 completed, and after defraying tlie Charges arising A‘om the 
Salaries and Jilxpeiises therein also mentioned, and the necessary 
Expenses of maintaining One hmidiecl Patients, and the Esta- 
bhslunent of such Hospital, which shall not lie defrayed by private 
Contributions, then the clear annual Sinplus of the Rejits of the 
25 Estates therein mentioned shall he apjjlied in the first place to 
support a Professor of Midvdfery, who shall have a Salaiy of One 
hundred Pounds a Year, and no more : And whereas it is expedient 
to provide such Salary for a Professor of AUdwifery m*espective 
of such Restriction : Be it enacted, That from and after the passing 
30 of this Act such Professor of Midvifery shall be entitled to receive 
and be paid the Salaiy of One hiindi'ed Pounds (late Irish Cur- 
rency) per Annum out of the Rents of the said Estates. 

7. That Section Twelve of the said Act be and the same is hereby 
repealed ; And whereas in addition to the Salary of the Librarian 

36 appointed under the Provisions of the said Act, being the Sum of 
Seventy Pounds (late Irish Cun-ency), a Sum of Thirty Pounds 
per Annum lias been for sevei'al Y'ears applied to the Pm’chase of 
Books for a Library, and the Sum of Six Pounds Six Shillings to 
the Payment of a Library Porter : Be it enacted, That such Salary 
40 and Payments for the Purposes aforesaid shall continue to he made ; 
and that it shall he lawful for the President and Pellows of the 
said King and Queen’s College of Physicians to make such Rules 
and Regulations as to them shall seem necessary and proper for 
[59.] regulating 
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regulating tlie Duties of such Librarian, the Purchase of Books 
and the Management of tlie said Libraiy. 

Vacating o!' 8. Whereas by the Porty-first Section of the said Act it is enacted 

Feilow-sluiis. every Pellow of the said College who should thereafter accept 
any of the said Professorsliips should by such Acceptance inune- 5 
diately vacate liis Pellowsliip in the said College of Physicians, 
and it is expedient that such Provision shall be repealed : Be it 
therefore enacted, Tliat after the passing of this Act the accepting 
of any of the said Professorships by a Pellow of the said College shp i] 
not vacate liis Pellowship ; and that the present Professors, who on 10 
accepting tlieii* Professorsliips vacated their PeUowships, shall be 
and are hereby restored to their PeUowships in the said College, 
and all the Pights and Privileges thereunto belonging. 

Short Title. 9. This Act may be cited for aU Purposes as The School of 

Physic (Ireland) Ainendmeiit Act, 1867.” 16 
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
